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Fic. 65 and 66. Cereus huntingtonianus Weingart, closely related to Cereus forbesii Otto 
but entirely different from Cereus validus Haworth, has proved to be one of the hardiest 
species for out door planting in Southern California. The cup-shaped flowers of this 
species are quite distinct and the rose coloring of the petals is more pronounced than in 
any other species of this genus.

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Fic. 67. Seeds and seedlings. In the evolution of plants the character of the plant itself under- 

goes many and varied changes but the flower, fruit and seeds are the last to change their forms. 

Thus the study of seeds may lead to the proper classification and relationship of many doubtful 

species. This plate from Engelmann’s “Survey of the 35th Paraliel’’ shows his careful study of 

Opuntia seeds. Dr. Engelmann carried his studies even further in his observations of the 
embryo and cotyledons as shown in several of the drawings. 


Seedlings 
of cacti are often very different from the adult plant; that is why it is often difficult to recog- 
nize a plant in its juvenile form.
